Morgan gives nod to 
Frye in State Senate 
race; 2,956+ go to polls 

Morgan County Democrats joined their 
fellow party members across the state to help 
give Hillary Clinton an overwhelming victory 
in Tuesday’s primary election. 

Even with West Liberty Ward 2 not report- 
ing in time for publication because of a vot- 
ing machine breakdown, Clinton polled 2,499 
votes here to 199 for Barak Obama and 55 
votes for John Edwards. 

Clinton, who is in an uphill battle with 
Obama for the party’s presidential nomina- 
tion, captured 65 percent of the statewide vote 
but got 89.9 percent of the 2,859-plus Demo- 
crat votes cast in Morgan. Obama got 7.1 per- 
cent in Morgan and Edwards 2 percent. State- 
wide, Obama polled 30 percent of the vote. 

In the race for the Democrat nomination 
for U.S. Senator, Bruce Lunsford outpolled 
his nearest competitor, Greg Lischer, almost 
two to one in Morgan. Lunsford polled 1,307 
votes to 699 votes for Lischer. Lunsford, who 
won statewide with 51 percent of the vote,

Household Hints 

• To prolong the life of new 
silk hosiery, wash, wring out and 
place in a plastic bag in the 
freezer. Thaw them out and hang 
to dry. 

• To extend the use of a frayed 
shoe lace, paint the frayed part 
with clear nail polish, let it dry 
and rethread it in the shoe.

Wood’s family filed a lawsuit 
against XXL Trucking, owned by 
Danny Ray Fannin, of West Lib- 
erty, in Pendleton Circuit Court on 
May 2, claiming that Yulfo, who 
was hauling rock from a nearby 
quarry, was negligent. 

The family’s attorney, Phil 



Taliaferro, said the family filed 
the suit to protect all the records, 
including the driver’s training 
record, the truck’s maintenance 
history and safety record, and all 
cell phone records. 

According to Sheriff Peoples, 
Yulfo had been driving for XXL 
Trucking for two weeks and had 
prior driving experience. Offi- 
cials said Yulfo ’s load did not ex- 
ceed legal limits.

With fill-ups routinely costing 
$60 or more, cost-conscious driv- 
ers naturally look for someone to 
blame. And just as naturally, poli- 
ticians are happy to blame others. 

Enter “Big Oil,” the dema- 
gogues’ favorite villain. Gas 
prices soaring? It is because oil 
companies want “excess profits,” 
as Barack Obama puts it. Right? 

Wrong. The truth is more com- 
plicated. 

Let’s look to California, driv- 
ing capital of the World. Officials 
there watch gas prices carefully. 
During March and April, a sate 
analysis found that “distribution 
costs, marketing costs and profit” 
made up about 10 cents of the cost 
of a gallon of gasoline, which 
ranged from $3.46 to $3.89. No- 
tice that that dime is less than 3 
percent of the total retail cost, and 
profits account for only part of it. 
So those “excess profits” are ac- 
tually well below 3 percent of re- 
tail costs. 

Of course, that is little comfort 
to tapped-out drivers. And the big 
oil companies are certainly mak- 
ing big money - Exxon Mobil 
alone earned $40.6 billion last 
year. But such profits follow natu- 
rally when a company sells a 
product that so many people want 
to buy. Some recent history offers 
us a bit of perspective. 

In 1998, a recession in Asia 
created an oil glut. Prices plunged 
to historic lows (near $10 a bar- 
rel), and American drivers reaped 
the benefits, with gas dipping be- 
low $1 per gallon. So how did 
Exxon fare in those days of low 
prices? 

According to Forbes maga- 
zine, Exxon earned more in prof- 
its than any other American com- 
pany in 1998. Sales increased 3 
percent over 1997 and profits 



jumped 12.6 percent, to $8.4 bil- 
lion. Again, remember: oil was 
remarkably cheap that year, yet 
Exxon earned double digit prof- 
its. Few complained then. 

The lesson is simple: When a 
company sells a product people 
want, it tends to make money, in 
good times and in bad. For years, 
oil has remained a product that 
Americans want - and today’s 
high prices have done little to 
change that. 

(Full disclosure: Yes, “big oil” 
gave to The Heritage Foundation 
last year. Their combined dona- 
tions accounted for one-quarter of 
1 percent of our revenues.) 

It is also worth nothing that oil 
companies are probably the most 
investigated companies in 
America. Every few years, out- 
raged legislators demand that the 
Federal Trade Commission deter- 
mine whether oil companies are 
colluding to inflate prices. Re- 
peatedly, federal regulators find 
that they are not. 

A few months ago, the FTC 
aside this about high gas prices: 
“All of the increase can be attrib- 
uted to increased crude oil costs, 
because gasoline inventories are 
as ample as they have been for 
several years, gasoline consump- 
tion is declining to a near-record 
extent, and refining margins - the 
difference between the cost of 
crude oil and the wholesale price 
of gasoline - have fallen.” 

So who is making the big 
money? The countries that pro- 
duce crude oil. Crude represents 
more than half of the cost of each 
gallon of gasoline sold. Federal, 
state and local taxes represent 
another fifth. 

Yet some insist we punish “big 
oil.” During one presidential de- 
bate, Hillary Clinton announced 



that “the oil companies reported 
the highest profits in the history 
of the world. I want to take those 
profits, and I want to put them into 
a strategic energy fund.” 

But confiscating oil company 
profits is a lousy idea. Profits are 
what keep them in business. It al- 
lows them to invest in refining 
and delivery systems, and search 
for new deposits of petroleum. 
Profits fuel our capitalist system 
as surely as petroleum fuels our 
national economy. Plus, “big oil” 
returns billions to stockholders 
through dividends, and millions 
of Americans own its stock 
through their mutual funds and 
401 (k)s. 

The best way to cut prices in 
the long run would be to increase 
supplies. Policymakers could help 
do this if they would allow drill- 
ing off-shore and in a tiny section

will face U.S. Senator Mitch 
McConnell in November. 

Morgan Dems gave Pete Frye 
of Campton a 120- vote majority 
over Michael “Whitey” Adkins 
of West Liberty in the race for the 
nomination for State Senator in 
the 25th district. Adkins, who 
won districtwide by a vote of 
6,019 to 3,230 for Frye, will run 
in November against Republican 
incumbent Robert Stivers of 
Manchester, who was unop- 
posed. 

Only 104 of Morgan’s 600- 
plus registered Republicans 
voted in Tuesday’s election in 
which U.S. Senator John 
McCain, who has already nailed 
down the GOP nomination for 
President, and U.S. Senator 
Mitch McConnell faced only to- 
ken opposition. McCain received 
65 votes here. Mike Huckabee 
received 13 votes. McConnell 
polled 74 votes. His challenger, 
Daniel Essex, got 8 votes. 

An unofficial recap of the vot- 
ing in Morgan is published else- 
where in this edition. It does not 
reflect the 280 votes that were 
cast in West Liberty Ward 2 due 
to a glitch in one of the precinct’s 
two voting machines. County 
Clerk Randy Williams said only 
six persons had voted on the ma- 
chine when it malfunctioned 
around 7:30 a.m. The problem 
could not be determined by tech- 
nicians on the scene and a repre- 
sentative of the company that 
manufactures the county’s elec- 
tronic voting machines was to be 
here on Wednesday to open the 
machine. As a result, the official 
tabulation of Tuesday’s election 
won’t become available until af- 
ter press time when the votes cast 
in Ward 2 are to be officially 
tabulated. Counting the votes 
cast in Ward 2, a total of 3,139 
votes were cast in Morgan 
County on Tuesday.

LAST OF FOUR 
PARTS

Arthur C. Johnson who went 
into action soon after his unit ar- 
rived in Italy, was wounded, but 
survived the war and went on to 
become a high school history 
teacher, one of the best that I ever 
had. 

Mr. Johnson’s unit was or- 
dered to move out and shortly, 
captured 15 Germans. Later, they 
ran into heavy resistance from 
enemy positions located across a 
small stream. He said they were 
pinned down by machine gun fire 
with bullets going over them “ 
like hail.” Mr. Johnson was car- 
rying a BAR (Browning Auto- 




matic Rifle) 
and was or- 
dered to go 
forward to 
see what 
was going 
on. Men 
were being 
killed 
around him 
but he was 
not hit. He 
lay in a 
muddy fox- 
hole all night, taking turns on 
watch with another G.I. He 
awoke with a start early on the 
morning of October 12 after 
dreaming he was home. Dawn 
was breaking in the eastern sky 
and silhouetted in the gray mist 
was an old war tom church tower.

The company assembled and pre- 
pared to rush an enemy position 
in a stone house at the top of a 
hill. He said men were killed on 
each side of him and he was hit 
in the lower left leg by shrapnel 
from an artillery shell. 

He began crawling down the 
hill looking for an aid station or 
medic. He passed many lifeless 
American soldiers on his journey 
down the hill. A soldier that he 
knew by the name of Haygood, 
and another soldier spotted him 
and carried him to a collection 
point for the wounded. An ambu- 
lance transported him to a field 
hospital for treatment. He was 
taken by plane to Pisa, Italy, and 
recalled that he saw the famous 
Leaning Tower. At a hospital in 
Naples, he received word that his 
wife had passed away. He re- 
turned to the States and under- 
went many months of treatment.

After recovering, he was as- 
signed to Fort Campbell, Ken- 
tucky, as a military policeman. He 
volunteered to escort German 
prisoners of war being returned 
to France for work details. 

After being discharged he 
came home and became the 
teacher at Cow Branch in the fall 
of 1946. He married Bernice 
Adkins and entered Morehead 
Teachers College during the sum- 
mer and graduated in June 1950. 
They had one daughter, Patricia. 
Mr. Johnson taught 15 years in 



the Morgan County school sys- 
tem. He was ordained to preach 
the gospel and wrote a history of 
Morgan County, “Early Morgan 
County,” doing research and us- 
ing reports prepared by his stu- 
dents about their communities 
and genealogy. 

Mr. Johnson held three Mili- 
tary Occupational Specialties 
(MOS) while in the service, #745- 
rifleman, #746-automatic rifle- 
man, and #677 -military police 
officer. He earned several med- 
als including the Combat 



Infantryman’s Badge, Purple 
Heart, European Theater Medal, 
World War II Victory Medal, 
American Defense Medal, and 
the American Theater Medal. He 
was honorably discharged 15 No- 
vember 1946. 

I will always remember Mr. 
Johnson as one of the best teach- 
ers that I had.

Fire depts. can 
receive grants to 
increase staffing 

WASHINGTON, DC. - U.S. 
Rep. Harold “Hal” Rogers (KY- 
05) announced recently that Ken- 
tucky fire departments can apply 
for a U.S. Department of Home- 
land Security Grant that enables 
them to increase the number of 
firefighters. The nationwide goal 
of the grant is to help departments 
achieve 24-hour staffing and de- 
ployment capabilities. 

“Firefighters are front and 
center for emergencies large and 
small,” Rogers said. “Increasing 
staffing levels at our fire depart- 
ments make us better prepared 
not only for putting out fires, but 
also for any number of potential 



disasters.” 

Known as SAFER grants, this 
initiative enables hiring of full- 
time firefighters and assists with 
recruitment and retention of vol- 
unteers. Fire departments can 
apply between May 27 and June 
27. The grants pay a portion of 
the salaries of newly hired 
firefighters over the five-year 
time frame under grant rules. 

SAFER Guidance and appli- 
cation materials are currently 
available for review at 
www.firegrantsupport.com. 

Nationwide, DHS will award 
approximately $165 million in 
SAFER grants. As a senior mem- 
ber of the House Appropriations 
Committee, Rogers works to se- 
cure funding for important home- 
land security initiatives in the 
fifth Congressional district.

MSU lists dates for four 
upcoming summer sessions 



MOREHEAD, Ky.— Even 
though Spring Commencement 
has just happened, Morehead 
State University students are 
looking ahead to the summer and 
fall academic terms. 

To accommodate a wider 
range of students, there will be 
four summer terms offered this 
year, including an intersession. 

Registration for the general 
Summer term, Summer 
Intersession, Summer I and II, as 
well as Fall 2008 will be avail- 
able online at MSU’s Web site 
(www.moreheadstate.edu). Stu- 
dents may view course offerings 
and complete the registration pro- 
cess through the Datatel 
WebAdvisor. 

It may be accessed from the 
MSU home page’s current stu- 
dent link, then by selecting online 
services and finally WebAdvisor 
from the Quick Login drop-down 
box. Classes for the summer and 
fall will be offered according to 
the following schedule: 

Summer Intersession: Mon- 
day, May 19 through Friday, May 



30. 

Summer: Monday, June 2, 
through Friday, July 25. 

Summer I: Monday, June 2, 
through Friday, June 27. 

Summer II: Monday, July 7, 
through Friday, Aug 1 . 

Fall: Monday, Aug. 18, 
through Friday, Dec. 12. 

For those not yet enrolled who 
are considering attending MSU, 
there is still time to submit an 
application for the summer or fall 
terms. Prospective students may 
call the Office of Enrollment Ser- 
vices at (606) 783-2000 or (800) 
585-6781 opt #1 for admissions 
assistance. 

Students also will be able to 
view and pay their summer bill(s) 
online via WebAdvisor. Fall 2008 
billing will be available for view- 
ing and payment shortly after 
July 1 . Those who are registered 
for the summer and/or fall terms 
will receive monthly paper bill- 
ing statements to keep them in- 
formed of their account status. 
Account balances are due in full 
one week prior to the start of class 



for each semester attending. 

Although MSU no longer of- 
fers a deferred payment plan, stu- 
dents may take advantage of a 
different option to pay their bill 
at a later date, while at the same 
time, confirming that they will be 
attending classes. 

If any student is unable to pay 
his or her full balance prior to the 
deadline, he or she may complete 
an online Statement of Intent, 
which explains payment require- 
ments. The online statement must 
be completed by set deadlines to 
prevent a student’s class sched- 
ule from being canceled. This 
also applies to any student who 
receives financial aid or scholar- 
ships, or whose college expenses 
are being paid by an outside 
agency. Students may access the 
Statement of Intent via 
WebAdvisor. 

The pay-in-full or Statement 
of Intent deadlines are as follows: 
May 27, Summer and Summer I; 
June 30 for Summer II and Aug. 
1 1 for Fall. 

MSU offers online bachelor’s 
degree “completer” programs 
designed primarily for graduates 
of the Kentucky Community & 
Technical College System 
(KCTCS). Courses are offered 



via the Internet and at the regional 
campuses, providing busy adults 
the opportunity to complete class 
work at a time and place conve- 
nient to them. 

Textbooks for the classes are 
available from the University 
Bookstore, located in the Adron 
Doran University Center on the 
Morehead campus. Orders may 
be placed by calling (888) 
STORE-05 or via the Internet at 
www. bookstore, moreheadstate. edu. 
Purchases will be shipped to the 
address specified by the student.

Emergency agencies will 
receive $4.5 million grant 



WASHINGTON , DC — US. 
Representative Harold “Hal” 
Rogers (KY-05) announced to- 
day that Kentucky public safety 
agencies will be receiving $4.6 
million in U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security Emergency 
Management Performance 
Grants. These funds assist state 
and local emergency operations 
centers - the coordination hubs 
during multi-agency responses to 
disasters. 

Emergency management 
agencies bring together law en- 
forcement, fire, EMS and public 
health to coordinate government 
resources and maximize pre- 
paredness, response and recov- 
ery measures. 

“We must enable our first re- 
sponders on the front lines to 
work seamlessly with each other 



to effectively manage emergen- 
cies,” Rogers said. “These funds 
will increase Kentucky’s ability 
to manage those complex, multi- 
jurisdictional incidents where 
seconds count and lives are at 
stake.” 

The Emergency Management 
Performance Grant program pro- 
vides funding to states to boost 
capabilities at emergency opera- 
tions centers across the country. 
This year, the Department of 
Homeland Security is awarding 
$300 million under this program. 

Rogers is the top member of 
his party on the House Homeland 
Security Appropriations Sub- 
committee, which writes the fed- 
eral budget for DHS and has di- 
rect oversight of the 
Department’s wide-ranging se- 
curity efforts.
